whom it firſt came.) And before him Churne makes 
Afﬀdavit, That going early in the Morning to his La» 
bour, he ſtruck lus bill upon a Hedge, to cut a Thorne, 
and by and by, on the other ſide of the Hedge, he eſpi'd 
a Scotch-Pedſar, putring up Lerters hattily into his Pack, 
and being affrighted _as ne ſuppos'd) he left that Packer 
behind in the Ditch, and went down a Lane leading to 
Col. John Birch his Houſe. |

_ which the Militza of that County was raiſed, and 
e Ciry of Worceſter was that Night filled with Horſe 
and Foot, and the next Morning, by Two of the Clock, 
an Officer with a Troop were ſent to apprehend Mr. Tar- 
ranton, and bring him to Worceſter, and the ſame day 
fome Scores more were apprehended and ſent to ſeveral 
-places of confinement ; but after Ten days the Sham 
wan to appear, fothar the Trained Bands would con- 
rinue no longer : And _ their departure the Deputy- 
Lieutenants diſcharged all the Priſoners, __ Dr. Tack- 
ſon, Mr. Sparry, the two Oflands, Capt. Wells, Tar- 
ranton, who were ordered to be kept cloſe Priſoners in 
ſeveral Chambers of the George mn , and the Trained 
Bands being gone home , the Clergy provided about 
69 Foot-Souldiers, which they Arm'd and Paid, to Guard 
the Criminals that remain'd in Cuſtody » this was com- 
monly called the Clergy Band, and whulft they continued 
in Guard, one Roger Waldern, a Old Man, came 
to Worceſter, toenquire after the Welfare of Mr. Henr 
Ofland, his Miniſter, and ſpeaking with one of thoſe Soul- 
diers, the Souldier liberally charged Mr. Ofland with 
being « Traytor, aRebel, and a Plotter againſt the Go- 
vernment : He replied, Mr. Offand was an honeſt and 
peaceable man, and he could never believe him to be 
guilty of Plotting againſt the Government, Upon this 
the Church-militant-man laid hold of him 1n great 
wrath, and carried him to the Court of Guard, where 
he wasty'dNeck and Heels together, and Charged with 
having a hand in this pretended Presbyreriaw Plot, threat- 
ned with ſevere Uſage, unleſs he would make a Confeſ- 
fion : all this the Ola Man bore with patience, anſwer- 


ing 
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ing never a word, which ſo inraged this man in Autho» 
rity, who Commanded the Guard, that he commanded 
lighted Matches to be put between his Fingers , and 
burnt them tothe very Bone, thereby to force trom him
